spirituous liquors, or any other liquor of ‘an intoxicating quality, to any
Indian, or Indians, within this territory, every such person, or persons, so
offending shall be deemdd guilty of a misdemeanor ; and upon conviction
thereof, by indictment, in any court having competent jurisdiction to try
the same, shall be imprisoned in the county jail for a period of not less
than thirty, nor more than ninety days, and shall forfeit and pay to the
use of the county in which the offense may have been committed, a fine
of not less than twenty, nor more than one hundred dollars.

(2) Sec.IL In all cases of conviction under this chapter, if there be
no jail within the county where the offense was committed, (or to which
it may be attached for judicial purposes,) it shall be competent for the
court before which-said conviction was had, to commit the offender to the
nearest jail in any other county, or either- of the forts of this territory,
with the permission of the commanding officer thereof; and it is Lereby
made the duty of the keeper of such jail to receive the prisoner so com-
mitted, and in all respects to proceed with him as if he had been commit-
ted by the proper authorities of the county in which such jail is situated:

(a) This law is rendered inoperative in any portion of this sta.t:e west of the Mississippi river, and
within the limits of the lands purchased from the Sioux in 1851, by the 9th section of chapter 31,
laws of 1854, page 76.

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provided, that in all cases of conviction under the provisions of this chap-
ter, when the person convicted is confined in the jail of any other county,
the county in which such offense shall have been committed, shall pay all
the expenses arising from such confinement.

(8.) Se¢. IIL Al sheriffs; constables, and justices of the peace, within
this tervitory, are, under the penalty of forfeiting their respective offices,
required to make complaints of such violation of the provisions of this
chapter, as may come within their knowledge; and the judges of the sev-
eral district courts in this territory are hcreby required to give this chapter
in special charge to the grand juries of the seveml counties in their dis-
tricts.

(4.) Sec. IV. Any individual who shall violate either of the provis-
ions of this chapter, may be prosecuted therefor before a justice of the
peace, by any citizen of ‘the county, and if found guilty, shall be fined not
more than one hundred, nor less than twenty dollars, for each violation ;

which fine, or fines, s]nll be paid into the connty treasury, to the support

of common schools in the county.

(5.) Sec. V. Indians are hereby dcc]med to be competent witnesses
in cases arising under the provisions of this chapter; but the same objec-
tions may be made to their competency, and the same rules shall govern
in the admission of their testimony, that may be made, and that govern,
as to other witnesses.

An Act to prohibit the introduction of Liquor into the Territory purchased from the
Sioux Indians,

(6.) Sec. I Be it enacted by the legislative assembly of the territory
of Binnesota: That if any person or persons shall sell, exchange, or give,
barter or dispose of any spirituous liquor, or wine, in any portion of this
territory, lying west of the Mississippi river, and within the limits of the

' lands purchdsed under the last Sioux Treaties, such person or persons,
shall forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred dollars, to be recovered by
an action of debt by any person suing for the same before any court having

. competent jurisdiction.

(7)) Sec. IL. If any person shall introduce, or attempt to introduce
any spirituous liquors or wines, into any portion of this territory, as pre-
seribed in the first section of this act, except such supplies as shall be
necessary for the officers of the Umtcd States and troops of the service,
under the direction of the war department, such person shall forfeit and
pay a sum not exceeding three hundred dollars.

(8.) Sec. III. Any officer of the military or Indian department of the
United States, who may have reason to suspect, or is informed, that any
white person or Indian is about to introduce, or has introduced any spirit-
" ous liquor or wine, into s any portion of the territory before mentioned, in
violation of the second section of this act, it shall be lawful for such officel
of the military or Indian department, to cause the boats, stores, packages,
and place of deposite of such person, within that portion of the territory
above described, to be searched, and if any such spirituous liquor or wine
is found, the goods, boats, packages and peltries of such persons shall be
seized by gaid officers and shall be prosecuted against by libel, in the
proper court, and forfeited, one half to the use of “the informer, and the
other half to the use of the United States.

This act shall take effect and be in force, from and
after its passage. ' '

(14.) Sec. IX. Al laws in relation to the sale of spirituous liquors or
wines, are hereby declared to be inoperative in any portion of this terri-
tory west of the Mississippi river, and within the limits of the lands
purchased from the Sioux in 1851. .

(15.) ‘Sec. I Be'it enacted by the legislature of the state of Minnesota:
That the board of supervisors in the several counties in this state, may
grant licenses for the sale in any quantity of spirituous, vinous or fer-.
mented and malt liquors within their proper counties, to any person of the
age of twenty-one or more years, upon his complying with the conditions
of section two of this act.

(16.) Sec. IL. That any person or persons applying for license to sell
intoxicating liquors, shall, before the same is issued, pay to the county
treasurer of the proper county, a sum not greater than one hundred dol-
lars, nor. less than fifty dollars, at the discretion of the board of supervisors,
and shall file with the clerk of said board, a bond with two or more sure-
ties to be approved by the board, in the penal sum of one thousand dollars.
That any person or persons applying for license to sell malt liquors only,
shall, before the same is issued, pay to the county treasurer of the proper
county, a sum not greater than fifty dollars nor less than twenty dollars,
at the discretion of the board of supervisors, and shall file with the clerk
of said board a bond with two or more sureties, to be approved by the
board, in the penal sum of five hundred dollars, conditioned in all- cases,
that the said person or persons so licensed, will not sell or otherwise dis-
pose of spirituons and intoxicating liquors, or malt liquors, (as the.case
may be,) at any place other than the building or town for which said per-
son or persons may have been licensed, nor on the Sabbath, and that he
